The 
third police officer discussed. Selectman Burke questioned the need of a 
third mane Mr. Burke was of the opinion that the so-called third man was 
the three men in addition to the Chief. Then it was explained that it 
would mean two men in addition to the Chief. Mr. Burke was in accord with 
appointganother regular patrolman to the police force. It was also dis- 
cussed and agreed upon that applicants should have a physical examination 
before any applicant would be considered for the opening. 


Fire Chief Boland appeared at 8:0 and gave a brief report. 


Richard Hunt and Sup't. of Streets appeared at 9 p.m. Mr. Hunt 
reported that children were getting into the old cattle crossing that goes 
under Woodland Road and that it was dangerous because of the water. glass, 
etc., that is in the underground channel. Selectmen to look into it. 

— ele ctman Burke reported that a stove at the Peters H.gh School that was 

bought in 1947 is not being used any more. The Southville Federated 
Church would like to purchase it. It was voted to instruct the School 

- Committee to sell the stove for $1.00.

MINUTES OF MEETING (Special) 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Date: Saturday, March 29, 1958 - 9:30 A.M. 


The Board of Selectmen met with the Sup't. of. Streets at the High- 


way Shed to look over the various pieces Of equipment. Other than one or 

two minor things, all equipment found to be in very good condition. The 

Sup't. of Streets stated that most all the equipment would be painted this 
summere He suggested that all equipment be painted alike. 


The Board and Sup't. of Streets then went to Atwood Street to see 
about installing lights on that Street. It was decided to install lights 
on Pole #6 and Pole #7. The Board also investigated the drainage condi- 
tion on Southville Road on the Welch property. Margaret Welch had com- 
plained that the drain was stopped up. The pipe under the road was found > 
to be absolutely dry. Miss Welch stated that before the raod was built, 
they had very little water in their cellar-about an inch or two--but, 
since, the road was built and raised. She now sets a foot or more of 
water at rainy seasons and especially at this time of year when there is 
a heavy run off from snow. It is the opinion of the Board and the Sup't. 
of Streets that the condition is not caused entirely from the construc- 
tion of the road but it is caused from the high water table as a result 
from drainage from the hill at the rear of the house. However, it was de- 
cided to have the engineer from the Dep't. of Public Works look at the 
-@ondition to see if he has a solution to the problem. The run off drain 
through the ffeld south of the road needs to be lowered and piped. A 
possible solution would be to lower the pipe across the road to a depth a 
foot or more lower than the Welch cellar floor and to install a large dry 
well on the North side of the road to pick of drainage from the hill. 

This would be a costly item and should not be undertaken withqt the advice 
of an engineer. 


The Cattle Crossing on Woodland Road was investigated and it was de- 
cided to have the Highway close off the East end of the tunnel. The West 
end is already stopped up. 


The drainage condition at the intersection of View Hill and Breakneck 
Hill Roads was investigated and found to be in very poor condition. The 
drainage system seems to be filled with water, due to the fact that no 
outlet to the system was provided when the drainage system was installed. 
The Sup't. of Streets was given permission ‘to change the man hole and run 
@ pipe underneach the road in a north-westerly direction approximately 
50 feet and to empty onto Town property. 


The stump in the sidewalk in front of the Central Street Market was 
looked at and it was decided to cut the stump below the surface and cover 
with hot top. 

The stump near Mr. LaNinfa'ts property on Main Street was also inves- 
tigated and found to be partly on Town property and private property. 
However, it is the opinion of the Board that when Town trees were removed 
that conflict with sidewalks and private property, the stumps should also 
be removed in the same operation. The Tree Warden is being called in to 

a future Selectments Meeting to discuss this problem. | 


Woodland Road, where the Road was dug up for the laying of water 
pipes under contract by Perini & Sons in 1957, was investigad and it was 
decided that road condition was such that it was all right to release the ™ 
performance bond held by the Town re Perini & Sons. 7 


The Sup't. of Streets was instructed to get the approximate cost to 


install drainage on the Hubley property from Highland Street across South- 
ville Road.

Mr. Allen, Judy Bauld, Richard Ostrich, Henrietta Austerland appeared 

and wanted approval for a Citizen's Educational Project Questionaire. The 
purpose of the questionaire was to find out why more voters were not at 
the town meetings. The Freshmen class will take it upon themselves to 
make a house to house campaign. When complete, they will let the Board 
know the results. The Selectmen will write to the President of the Fresh- 
men class apvroving the project and commending their undertaking it. 


Mr. Hill Salmon appeared relative to extending the Hillside Avenue. 
Henry Adams, Mr. Burke and Leo Pessini will view this Street on eee 
April 9, 1958, and report back to the Selectmen's meeting on Wed. 4/9/58. 


Mr.e Murphy from the Veterans! Agency appeared and a discussion was held 
concerning the budget. Mr. Hill stated that they would be willing to ap- 
prove the budget if it did not exceed #147 for administration expenses. 
After than the Selectmen could not approve it. A note will be sent to the 
town accoumtant to the effect. Mr. Hill suggested that Mr. Murphy keep a 
record of his expenses and start thinking what should be put in for next 
yeare 


Chief Mattioli and Hank Pietrasiak entered. Next appeared Mrs. Hilton, 
owner of Club 85 and Mr. Drago, bartender at Club 85. Mr. Hill stated 
that some time ago the Police Department came to the Selectmen with a com- 
plaint about Club 85. Mr. Drago had accused Mr. Pietrasiak of drinking 
while on duty, at Club 85. Shortly after that Mr. Drago went to the Chief 
and said it was all a mistake. Mrs. Hilton stated that the Marlboro cruiser 
parks outside and the customers do not come in. They contacted the Marl- 
boro Police and asked them not to stay there. They suggested parking on 
the side of the road, so that customers could come in and go out. Mrs. 
Hilton then stated that no one complained about the Southboro Police, that 
Club 85 was never open after 1 o'clock and that there never was any reason 
to call the police. 


Mr. Hill then asked Mr. Drago if he had accused Patrolman Pietrasiak of 
drinking while on duty. Mr. Drago stated that he did not remember and did 
not know what it was all about. 


Mrs. Hilton could not understand why she and Mr. Drage were called to this 
meeting. Mr. Burke explained that the Board agreed that they should have 
the Chief and Officer, in question, Mr. Drago and Mrs. Hilton in to find 
out if there was any truth to the statements made. If not, the Southboro 
police were due for an apology. Mrs. Hilton said that she had no com- 
plaints and that the Southboro police "are for us." Mr. Drago stated that 
he wanted to cooperate with the Southboro police, that there were no 
fights and that it was the Marlboro police who parked on Sears Road which 
was bad for business. Mr. Hill stated that a case like that should be 
brought to the Chief of Police in Marlboro. Mr. Drago was again asked if 
Mr. Pietrasiak at any time was drinking while on duty. Mr. Drago stated 
that he was not. 


The Chief, Mr. Pietrasiak and Mr. Drago were then asked to step outside. 

A discussion was then held with Mrs. Hilton as to the personal character~ am 
istics of Mr. Drago and why she was not serving food at the “lub. At the 
time the license was given she was serving food and the Board of Selectmen 
thought that she was just going to add liquor. Mr. Burke thens tated that 

a lot of complaints had been received from people about Club 65. Mrse 
Hilton stated that she thought she was running a nice >lace. There were 

no fights, no drinks after 1 o'clock and she was very. careful on I.D'Se 


Mr. Howard Merrill then entered to give a report of the fence viewers. 
In September he and the other fence viewers received a letter from Mr. 
Kiley. It was held for a while and no action was taken. Mr. Merrill con- 
tacted the other fence viewers to do something about it but could not 
make a date with Mr. Stossell but Mr. Johnson and he talked to Mr. Kiley 
and Mr. Harris. Mr. Harris and Mre Kiley have two opinions as to where — 
the line on the land in question should be. According to the deed Mr. 
Kiley is right. It was subdivided 30 years ago and at that time a fence 
was erected on Mr. Kiley's land. Mr. Harris and the former owner have 
been using the property for over O years so it gives them the right to 
that land according to state law. Mr. Kiley has copies of the tract of land 
in question and the deed. It was left that Mr. Harris would get a copy of 
his deed from the Bank in Boston. To Mr. Merrill's knowledge, nothing was 
carried through. No further action has been taken. 


Mr. Hill suggested that the committee determine the boundary and if Mr. 
Harris and Mr. Kiley want to question further, they may. Mr. Merrill felt 
that he did not have the authority to do this as he was not chairman and =m 
no chairman had been appointed. Mr. Hill suggested that Mr. Merrill get 

a majority vote of the committee to approve and if Mr. Kiley or Mr. Harris 
are not satisfied, they can take it further. They should meet with Mr. 
Kiley and tell him the decision and tell him that they could not possi- 
bly make any other decision. Mr. Merrill stated that Mr. Kiley wants to 
give a portiom to his son and would like to know where the line ise Mr. 
Merrill also said that he would pursue it further and that he is con- 
vineced that with the existing fence and the fact that Mr. Harris has been 
using it for 30 years that he stands a better chance of getting it. Mr. 
Merrill then left. | 


Mr. Burke stated that he had called Mr. David Aldrich and asked him about 
sending through aprroval to the Board of Selectmen for action taken in 
town meeting and stating the hourly pay. He said that it would be taken 
care of and the Board would get a copy. A copy has already been sent to 
the town accountant. | 


Mr. Burke stated that he had an estimate on a sound system for the town 
hall. The sound system and public adress system with one speaker and one 
upright mike and one traveling mike for the floor would be 8360, He 

could get the whole set for $200-$250. He stated that he could get a pro- 
jector for $160 which sells for $200. 


Mr. Burke then stated that there was a new man working on the H;ghway 
Department who is not approved. Mre Hill said that he should te approved=™ 
by the Salary Board before he can work full-time. Mr. Burke made 4’ mor | 
tion that the Hsghway Department come in and talk with the Board of Se- 
lectmen to try and straighten things out. Mr. Hill said the trouble is 
that the Superintendent of Streets is doing too much talking with the men 
and taking too much back talk. Mr. Burke suggested having a talk with Mr. 
Pessini and withdrew his motion to speak with the whole Highway Dep't. 


lt was decided to tkhke up this problem at the next meeting.

Fire Chief Boland 
stated that a "man must be put in the Station". "We certainly don't want 


to have a bad fire and bring a law suit against the telephone company". 
Possibility of having the siren blow automatically, considered. Also, 
considered, the possibility of having three (3) or four (lh) telephones in 
different locations, ring automatically, that these 'phones would only be 
used for INCOMING CALLS, having no connection with personal 'phones. Mre 

_ LeVesque stated that a monthly fee per 'phone would cost about $3.5. 

Chief brought out two important facts. First, that it is difficult to get 
anyone during the daytime to answer such calls, and secondly, that when such 
calls are answered, there is always the chance of someone's not receiving 
message correctly, hanging up, and line's becoming dead.
